When  the  populations  af  the 
two  couqtrlas  are  compared  It  will 
be  aeen  now  very  much  higher  Is 
the  per  capita  consumption  of  eggs 
in  Canada  than  tn  Oreat  Britain.

Newspaper  CMMMnU  in  the  United  States 
concerning  the  Ottawa  conference  are  not  aU 
pitched  in  one  key.  In  eertatai  eases  there  Is  a 
faint  note  of  approval.  In  others  there  Is 
siiRRestlon  of  mild  regret,  and  with  it  the  com- 
loriing  reflection  that  after  all  and  at  the  wof 
ttie  new  arrangements  cannot  reduce  American 
exports  to  Canada  by  more  than  fifty  millions  of 
dollars  per  annum,  a  mere  fractkm  of  the  total 
trade  with  Canada,  and  of  course  a  smaller  frac- 
tion of  American  trade  with  the  Empire. 

The  Boston  Transcript  takes  a  more  serious 
■view  of  the  situation,  but  not  an  unfriendly  one. 
In  The  Transcript's  oplnltm,  American  trade  with 
Canada  is  more  seriously  menaced  than  is  the 
same  trade  with  the  Empire  in  general,  but  the 
Boston  newspaper  sorrowfully  remarks  that  the 
plans  developed  at  OtUwa  "threaten  the  lalec^ 
ests  of  the  wortttf  antt  pcodnetaf  elontBli"  m 
Canada. 

The  attitude  of  The  Philadelphia  Ledger  Is 
rather  cynical.  That  paper  frankly  expresses  iUs 
satisfaction  at  the  news  sent  to  the  American 
press  from  Ottawa  to  the  effect  that  sharp  dlf- 
ftnnfff*  of  opinion  between  Canadians  and  rep- 
resentatives of  the  United  Kingdom  have  oc- 
curred. It  remarks  gloomily  that  "any  mlrled 
Improvement  within  the  British  Empire  will  In- 
jure the  United  States  more  than  any  other 
country.  "  The  Ledger  does  not  want  to  see  any 
•ttCh  "marfcad  improvement,"  and,  more  cheer- 
fully, announces  that  'Americans  will  view  with 
equanimity  these  disagreements  and  differences" 
between  Canada  and  the  United  Kingdom 

Perhaps  the  most  remarkable  contribution  to 
the  chorus  of  mingled  disapproval,  faint  praise, 
outapokea  eoodemnatlon,  and  Indifference,  real 
or  affected,  was  that  supplied  by  The  Indian- 
apolis News,  which  declared  that  "Great  Britain 
Wishes  to  sell  to  everybody  and  buy  from  no- 
body but  the  British  "  If  the  purpose  of  the  Ot- 
tawa confecence  had  really  been  to  raise  Imperial 
tarlffli  against  the  rest  of  the  world,  the  Amer- 
ican people  are  surely  the  ones  who  have  the 
least  logical  ground  for  complaint.  There  Is  In 
•etnal  oxlstence  and  operation  a  high  Amerlean 
tariff,  as  all  the  world  knows  to  Its  cost,  pur- 
pose of  which  has  been  to  make  it  unnecessary 
for  uncle  Bam  to  buy  much  abroad.  Of  course 
he  greatly  desires  to  sell  to  foreign  countries, 
but  of  late  he  has  been  learning  by  experience 
thai  trade  cannot  be  carried  on  as  a  one-dded 
arrangement,  but  only  as  a  reciprocal  transac- 
tion; that,  in  short,  trade  is  really  barter.  Com- 
ing itom  an  American  source  in  accents  of  deep 
reproarh.  the  unfounded  charge  of  The  Indian-

The  Junior  Chamber  of  Commerce,  which  has 
been  carrying  on  a  campaign  to  forward  Interest 
la  the  biqrteg  of  home  products,  ^may  wOU  oon- 
gratulate  it.'^elf  on  the  remits  secured  so  far. 
Educational  work  of  this  character  is  an  uphill 
task,  vnth  maiv  funlllti  the  ewlom  of  biqrlaf 
certain  brands  and  ecaMnodmn  has  become  In 
grained.  It  is  a  hard  one  to  break,  but  there  Is 
little  doubt  that  much  good  Is  being  accom- 
plished In  the  effort  to  persuade  people  that 
there  Is  financial  virtue  In  keeping  their  money 
to  circulation  at  home  as  much  as  possible. 

In  pursuance  of  lt.<;  campaign  the  Junior 
Chamber  has  many  reminders  at  the  Industrial 
Building  at  the  ProTtedal  ■tfUbtttoo.  It  allows 
no  opportunity  to  lapse  in  bringing  before  the 
public  a  movement  which  is  well  calculated  to 
pronote  better  trade  eondltleas  at  home.  In 
effect,  the  more  money  that  Is  spent  at  home  on 
home  products  the  bigger  payrolls  will  be,  and 
eeneequently  the  more  opportunities  win  exist 

for  employment.  That  Is  the  purpose  under- 
lying the  campaign.  We  have  often  urged  that 
ti  Ig  a  campaign  which  should  be  engaged  on  in 
a  systematic  way  by  the  Provincial  Government. 
It  Is  in  fact  a  movement  which  should  commend 
Itself  and  be  participated  In  not  only  by  oflletal 

bodies  but  by  every  public  spirited  organization. 
In  the  meantime  the  Junior  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce Is  doing  good  worti  luid  diseuea  eongratu- 
latlons  on  Its  persistency.  Only  unremitting 
publicity  will  accomplish  the  result  so  desirable 
to  the  efforts  to  improve  economic  conditions. 

THE  QOM>  STANDARD 


Various  angles  of  the  census  taken  last  year 
are  now  coming  to  light,  and  among  these  is  a 
table  of  figures  dealing  with  the  foreign-born 
population  In  the  country.  It  Is  shown  that  in 
1881  out  of  a  population  of  4,324,810,  the  native- 
born  numbered  86.00  per  cent  of  the  populatUn; 
the  British-born,  11.07  V^r  cent,  and  the  fore%n- 
born.  2.87  per  cent.  In  1921,  out  of  a  total  popu- 
lation of  8,788,483,  the  native-bom  were  77.75  per 
cent;  the  British-born.  12.12  per  cent,  and  the 
foreign-born.  10.18  per  cent.  In  last  year's  cen- 
sus out  of  a  population  of  10,376,786,  the  native- 
bom  were  77.10  per  cent;  the  British-born,  11.41 
per  cent,  and  the  foreign-bom,  10.83  per  cent. 

From  the  foregoing  It  can  be  seen  that  the 
native-born  populpitloa  has  been  showing  a  de- 
cline In  proportion  to  the  Whole,  the  British- 
bom  a  slight  increase  and  the  forelgn-bom  a 
very  definite  InerMaa  since  1881.  The  greatest 
Increase  of  the  latter  was  registered  In  the  pe- 
riod of  1901  to  1911  when  efforts  were  made  to 
populate  the  Prairie  Provinces.  The  statistics 
show  that  of  the  Increase  in  population  in  the 
country  In  the  last  decade,  1,236,511  or  77.8  per 
cent  was  contributed  by  the  native-bora;  119,298 
or  7.6  per  cent  by  persons  bora  elaewhwre  In  the 
Empire,  and  232,416  or  14.6  per  cent  bom  iR  for- 
eign countries.

Dr.  L.  P.  Jac^,  one  of  the  greatest  education- 
ists of  the  time,  believes  that  the  present  eco- 
nomic crisis  would  never  have  occurredt  at  least 
In  its  present  form,  "if  enough  will  power  had 
existed  hi  the  world  to  carry  out  two  only  of  the 
Ten  Commandments- -'Thou  shalt  not  steal'  and 
Thou  Shalt  not  bear  false  witness' — to  say  noth- 
ing oHtor«llMtft^ 

that  it  is  neither  due  to  the  dearth  of  good  moral 
teaching  on  the  one  hand  nor  the  prevalence 
of  bad  \m  the  other,  but  rather  "to  a  laclc  of  the 
will  power  whloii  Is  needed  to  make  either  kind 

effective." 

There  Is  no  moral  truth  ever  learnt,  or  the 

meaning  of  It  even  faintly  understood,  until  we 
are  actually  engaged  In  putting  it  into  practice, 
according  to  Dr.  Jacks.  No  one  has  learnt  the 
lesson  of  promotlne;  the  happiness  of  his  fellow 
men  until  he  has  "buckled  on  his  armor  and 
plunged  into  the  fray."  No  one  has  learnt  the 
Ten  Commandments  by  merely  knowing  them  by 
heart.  He  has  not  learnt  one  of  them  until  he 
had  obeyed  It.  Dr.  Jacks  says:  'Vetween  the 

production  of  a  moral  idea  and  its  consumption 
there  lies  a  deep  gulf,  deeper  than  that  which 
now  separates  the  bursting  granaries  of  the  world 
from  the  millions  who  know  not  where  to  look 
for  their  dally  bread."  He  wants  the  gulf 
bridged.  Unless  It  can  be  bridged,  "we  might  as 
well  do  with  our  moral  Ideas  what  the  authorities 
of  Brazil  are  doing  with  the  over-production  of 
coffee  In  that  fertile  country— destroying  the  in- 
ferior grades  at  the  rate  uf  a  million  bags  a 
week." 

There  le  a  good  deal  of  talk  of  a  rise  in  com* 

modlty  prices  and  of  efforts  to  stimulate  con- 
sumption. Dr.  Jacks  wants  something  done  to 
stimulate  consumption  In  the  moral  department 
He  wants  to  see  the  conver.«!lon  of  moral  Ideas 
into  positive  power.  The  Brazilian  policy  does 
not  meet  the  requirement.  It  is  the  exercise  of 
will  power  that  Is  needed,  the  will  to  conquer 
by  exorcising  fear;  the  learning  of  the  lesson 
by  putting  the  teaching  into  practice.  Until  then 
we  have  only  heard  of  the  leaK>n,  not  learnt  it.
